.  'do,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a  right 
or  Terry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company  ;  or  other¬ 
wise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 


any  .exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what 
ever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  o!

NOTICE  is  hereby  given  of  the  intention  of  the 
City  of  Vancouver  and  the  Municipalities  of 
South  Vancouver  and  Point  Grey  to  apply  to  t  le 
legislature  at  its  next  session  for  the  passing  of 
a  bill  entitled  the  “Greater  Vancouver  Water  Dis¬ 
trict  Act.” 

The  objects  of  the  Act  are  to  establish  a  water 
district  comprising  in  its  area  the  City  of  Van¬ 
couver  and  the  Municipalities  of  South  Vancouvci 
and  Point  Grey  (with  power  to  take  in  other 
municipalities  or  districts)  to  be  known  as  the 
Greater  Vancouver  Water  District  for  the  purpose

Voting  of  the  Board,  on  matters  of  policy,  shall, 
if  so  demanded,  be  on  the  basis  of  assessment,  one 
vote  for  each  $10,000,000  assessment  or  major 
fraction  thereof. 

The  Board  shall  have  full  power  to  expropriate 
water  systems,  and  may  assume  the  debentures  of 
the  City  or  Municipalities  in  respect  of  such  part 
of  any  system  as  it  may  take  over.

WHEREAS  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  reports 
that  the  Government  of  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia  has,  under  the  terms  of  an  agree¬ 
ment  between  that  Government  and  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  the  Dominion,  with  reference  to  mineral 
lands  in  the  Railway  Belt  as  set  forth  in  the  Order 
ir.  Council  of  the  11th  February,  1S90,  applied  for 
a  grant  of  the  undermentioned  lands,  and  has  com¬ 
plied  with  the  provisions  of  the  Order  in  Council 
of  the  1.3th  May,  1S99,  by  filing  a  sworn  declaration 
by  a  Dominion  Land  Surveyor,  to  the  effect  that 
the  lauds  in  question  are  of  no  value  for  agricul¬ 
tural  purposes  or  for  the  timber  gi-owing  thereon, 
and  has  paid  therefor,  at  the  rate  of  $1  per  acre,

Any  person  who  owns  or  drives  any  vehicle  on  any  highway  to  which  these  regulations  apply 
jn  contravention  to  the  regulations,  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  ‘  Highway  Act,’  and  shall 
be  liable,  on  summary  conviction,  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  and,  in  default  of  payment,  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  three  months. 

.  ,Any  p®rs°t!  whom  these  regulations  might  otherwise  apply  may,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Minister  of  Public  Works,  enter  into  an  agreement  for  the  payment  to  the  Crown  of  a  composi¬ 
tion  in  respect  to  any  additional  load  in  excess  of  the  loads  limited  by  these  regulations,  and  there¬ 
upon  that  person  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  prohibition  or  penalty  prescribed  by  these  regulations 
in  respect  of  the  load  dealt  with  in  the  said  agreement.”
